lleferGiicc is made to memorandum May 11, 1967, 
which described a request received by the New Orleans 
Office from a New Orleans police officer for copies of 
materials he furnished in 1964. This material concerned 
David W. /Ferric, deceased, an alleged associate of 
Lee Harvey Oswald. This material, found by the police 
officer in Ferrie's living quarters, indicated that Ferrie 
Was in Guatemala in October and Novembeir^ff 1963, and was 
working for attorneys defending CarlosVfJarccllo, a leading 
Hew Orleans racketeer. This request was presumed to be in 
connection with New Orleans District Attorney Garrison's 
investigation of the assassination. . j
